NEW YORK. Sept 30.—The pro- 


posed industrial tleup in this city in 
sympathy with tne striking; traction 
•workers received another severe jolt 
today when announcement was made 
that the 150,000 members of the In- 
ternational Ladies' Garment Work- 
ers Union would return to work at 
the end of the Jewish New Year cel- 
ebration. 
They had been expected 


to remain idle. 


Union workers who quit in sym- 


pathy with the carmen have d-wlad- 
lec". to a mere handful, 6,000 brew- 
ery, workers being the latest to seek 
reinstatement after having voted to 
strike. 


Striking street car employes re- 


ceived their, first benefit today, about 
$55,000 being distributed. The po- 
lice report a steady diminution of 
disorder.
